This was manifested in 
bis religeous experience, lie acknowl- 
edge his allegiance to bis C'reutni, 
with the Baine simplicity and earnest- 
ness that marked him iu all his clmr- 1 
ucteristics. 

He loved home and friends — killi 
und kin. His devotion to his native 
town and county, amounted almost to 
worship. None deserved so much, 
none, were entitled to more eonsid- I 
elation in his estimation. The excel- 
lent character of Col. Allen is and 
shall be an inspiration to those young- ; 
er than he. lie was an honor to his 
town, county, state and country, j 
He was always true and never 
faltered iu Ins devotion to them. 
Social, companionable, entertaining, 
instructive. IN e miss him in our 
circle, but we have the many splendid 
features of his life and character to 
remember and to ciuitutc.
